t.  THE  rules  concerning  the  Library  are  framed  by 
the  Proprietors  at  a  general  meeting  heiJ  annaally 
on  the  firft  Monday  in  December,  and  on  clher  days 
when  called  by  the  Diredors. 

2.  Five  Dire£lors  and  a  Treafiirer  are  chofçn  annually 
on  the  firft  Monday  in  December,  three  Diredlors 
form  a  Q^iorum. 

3.  The  Dire£lors  have  the  charge  of  the  Library,  ap- 
point the  Librarian,  and  fix  his  falary  \  they  enforce 
the  rules,  purchafe  books,  and  authorife  all  payments. 

4.  Any  perfon  approved  by  the  Dire£lors  at  a  fpecial 
meeting,  may  become  a  Proprietor  on  paying  the 
price  of  a  tliare,  and  figning  the  rules. 

5.  Any  perfon  approved  by  the  Dire(flors  may  pur- 
chafe: the  ihare  of  a  proprietor  (not  lapfed)  and  be- 
come a  Proprietor  in  his  ftead,  on  figning  the  rules, 
paying  the  arrears,  and  paying  12/6. 

6.  Proprietors  pay  annually  on  the  7th  March  five  Dol- 
lars, ncglc<Sling  to  pay  two  years,  are  deprived  of  the 
life  of  the  Library,  and  ncgleding  during  five  years, 
forfeit  their  ihare. 

7.  Any  perfon  approved  by  two  Dire£lors  may  fub- 
fcribe  for  fix  months  on  paying  four  dollars,  or  for 
twelve  months  on  paying  fix  dollars  in  advance  ;  but 
fucli  perfons  mull  be  introduced  by  a  proprietor  who 
Ihall  be  anfw:crable  in  every  refpcû  for  the  Subfcriber. 
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t.  Library  days  arc  MonJuys,   Wedntfili;  ?  and  S.-.tur- 
days,  from  ten  till  ihrcc  o'clock. 

9.  Any  Proprietor  or  Subfcribcr  may  take  out  of  the 
Library,  and  retain

of  the  Library  until  this  rule  be  comjîlicd  with.
